Bourbon Henchmen Prevent a Mass-Meet- 
ing at Ogden Grdve, but the Trade and 
Labor People Hold Several Street Meet- 
ings — Speeches from Garbage Boxes, 
Dry-Goods Cases, and Tree Stumps—The 
Democrats Given a Severe Scoring— 
County Board Boodling Criticised. 


_Enthusiasts of the Labor party had a lively 
time yesterday. They combated several Dem- 
ooratie tricks and, in spite of many hard- 
ships, triumphed. The Labor people had ad- 
vertised a mass-meeting at Ogden Grove. 
Democratic heelers spread the word that no 
meeting would be held and no one showed up 
at the grove. Then the Labor people held 
meetings on the streets, using dry goods cases 
and garbage boxes as platforms for the speak- 
ers. 

The Ogden Grove meeting had been liberal- 
ly advertised in the newspapers and by the 
circulation of dodgers printed in English, 
German, Scandinavian, and Italian. Repre- 
sentatives of the Democratic Central commit- 
tee reached the grove early, circulated in the 
neighborhood, and succeeded in spreading the 
report that no meeting would be held—that it 
had been declared off.“ 

When the laborites reached the grove in the 
afternoon the expected crowd was not there. 
Nobody came. An investigation revealed the 
Democratic plot. Then the labor people 
raved. “‘We will hold our meeting in the 
street,” they cried..A dry goods box was 
dragged to the street corner. D. B. Bird 
mounted it and said: ‘ 

Lou see what the Democratic party is 
doing for the working people. He explained 
the scheme of the Democratic workers, and 
told of the many times that the labor people 
had supported the Democrats in the hope of 
recognition. Then he savagely . denounced 
both the old parties and the city press, Then 
as Chairman, or rather boxman, he introduced 
the speakers. 

James Couroyd, candidate for County Com- 
missioner, reviewed the drainage fizzle,’ as 
he termed it, and insisted on the election of 
men who would push the work on the drainage 
project. He alluded in scathing terms to the 
corruption existing in county institutions un- 
der Democratic management, as shown by re- 
cent investigations. 

James A. O'Connell told of the idleness of 
the present Drainage Trustees and of the cor- 
ruption in county institutions, and concluding 
said: We will place our ticket against either 
of the old party tickets. Ours is the purest 
and the ablest of the three... 

By this time 1,000 people had assembled. 
W. C. Pomeroy severely denounced both old 
parties, pointed to the personal records of the 
Labor candidates, and insisted on the full 
support of all workmg people. 

Frank L. Umback, candidate for County 
Commissioner, talked of the “contract 
boodle of the present Democratic County 
Board and asked a free support of the full 
Labor ticket. 

C. R. Temple made a speech denunciatory 
of the old parties and a warm appeal for work- 
ing people to support the full Labor ticket. 

Michael Haley, candidate for Drainage 
Trustee, explained his ideas of the drainage 
project by maps and charts. He denounced 
Cooley’s tactics and drew out repeated bursts 
of applause as he held Cooley’s work up to 
ridicule. 

Several Good Stump-Speakers. 

Then the Labor people held a meeting un- 
der a big elm tree and decided to have a few 
street meetings in view of the fact that the 
Democratic party was so anxious to drive peo- 
ple away. 

They went to Milwaukee and North avenues. 
A big stump stands there on a vacant lot near 
the corner. D. B. Bird, Chairman of the Cen- 
tral Labor committee, mounted this. A huge 
banner was spread in front of him, on which 
was inscribed: ‘People’s Trade and Labor 
Party Mass-Meeting. Citizens, Come and 
Hear the Truth.“ He talked of the princi- 
ples and policies of the Labor party. 

Then came a speech from the ,stump by 
James A. Shea, former steward of the Cook 
County Insane Asylum.

It was stated on apparently good authority 2 agile spate 
that for some weeks past charges had been 
coming to the ears of the head of the police 
department, but that not until within a few 
days ago was he able to get hold of anything 
definite which would lead to an exposure of the 
alleged ‘bribery and blackmail. This 
clew promised to develop some start- 
ling revelations of rottenness which would 
effect an entire reformation of the Central 
Station Department. 

“Time after time have complaints of this 
nature been made to the Chief.“ said the in- 
formant, “ but the usual difficulty in ferreting 
them out was experienced, for just as soon as 
the complainant was called upon to put his 
charges in definite shape he invariably con- 
cluded that bis wisest course was to keep still 
and avoid further trouble at the hands of the 
accused officer. In this way several accusa- 
tions fellto the ground without doing more 
than convince the Chief that there was more 
in them than he was able to discover. 

But a short time ago Chief McClaughry 
received a more definite compiaint from a dis- 
charged prisoner, who was not afraid to fol- 
low up his charges with evidence. The in- 
vestigation which followed hag been guarded 
so jealously at police headquarters that few 
knew what was going on. Even this last com- 
plaint was so guardedly made that not an of- 
ficer outside of those necessary to bring out 
the facts in the case has been let into the se- 


cret. 
. How a Case Leaked Out. 

A man approachéd the Chief’s desk in the 
Central Station a couple of weeks ago and 
asked that he be refunded $10 which he had 
given a detective to secure a bondsman for 
him. The Chief, on hearing this, opened his 
eyes and asked what the case was. The man 
explained that he had been arrested and locked 
up. In order to effect his release he had been 
compelled to pay the detective $10 before he 
would look up a bondsman. The complain- 
ant put his charges in writing and 
gave them to Chief McClaughry. 
The “detective was summoned to ap- 
pear before him. Of course he denied 
everything in the accusation, and said that it 
was only a scheme on the part of the prisoner 
to get him into trouble because he had ar- 
rested him. Not satisfied with this explana- 
tion the Chief set a movement on foot to have 
an official investigation. 

In speaking of the case yesterday Chief 
McClaughry said: ‘While I am not willing to 
expote the names of the persons im- 
plicated in this affair, I will admit 
an investigation of this r’s case. is 
now going on. If the charges are proved, and 
the thing looks pretty black just now, the 
whole affair will be made public and the de- 
tective summarily discharged. On the other 
hand, if the complainant fails to sustain the 
allegations, nobody will ever know the names.’ 

Boodling in the Department. 

„When I asked if he thought there was 
boodling in the department, he said: ‘Yes, 
Ido. While I have not been able to get any 
positive information against an officer, I am 
pretty well satisfied that crookedness is going 
on, and 1 will do all in my power to 
clean out the corruption and sustain the 
reputation of the police force of Chicago, 
which has been one witfiout a stain for a long 
number of years. Not longago I transferred 
two of the Central office detectives to outside 
precincts, where they were not known and 
where they would not have an opportunity to 
do anything crooked if they were so disposed. 
Everybody supposed that the transfer was 
one of the kind which take place perioai- 
cally, and only passing attention was given 
it.. But the real reason for shifting the 
men was the suspicion that they were

New York, Oct. 25.—[Special.]—No further 
orders to fit out ships for Chile have been re- 
ceived at the Brooklyn navy-yards since the 
Boston sailed, but officers and men there have 
an idea that other vessels are likely to be 
ordered into commission in a few days. 
Naturally the news from Chile is read 
with a keener interest at the navy-yard 
than anywhere else. The indignation 
aroused over the outrages upon the 
Baltimore’s men, told in Tae Taru 
cable dispatches, has not subsided. In the 
event of war with Chile, there are nine vessels 
at the yard or in its neighborhood which could 
be fitted out for service. The Philadelphia, 
Atlantic, Bennington, Concord, Petrel, and the 
big monitor, Miantonomah, are at the yard; 
— ait 2 off Tomkinsville, Staten Island; 
s e New York is at Boston, and the Kearsarge 
; ships for sea. There is naturally a | is in the North River. Of these five or six

ae days. The Philadelphia, Chicago, Kearsarge, 
and Bennington would need practically noth- 
ing except coal and stores, The Atlantic 
alone is undegoing extensive repairs. 

The Miantonomah would be a last resort, 
but the officers agree thatif it should be 
thought necessary to send it there would be 
no great difficulty in getting it to Valparaiso, 
though traveling on it would not be a particu- 
larly cheerful experience.

Wholesale Killing of Mexicans by the Sol- 
diery—Two American Citizens Shot. 

Rio Granpg, Tex., Oct. 25,—[Special. |—A 
reign of terror exists all along the Mexican 
border of the Rio Grande River, and the in- 
habitants from over there are flocking into 
Texas in droves. So frightened are the Mexi- 
‘ican authorities that a person, even sus- 
pected of having intercourse with any of the 
Garcia band is arrested, hanged, or 
shot, after which he is tried. The body of 
a nephew of Julian Flores, a suspected revolu- 
tionist, was found swinging to a tree with 
nineteen bullet holes in it Oct. 11, about seven 
miles below Rio Grande City, on the Mexican 
side, He had been arrested some days be- 
fore and left for Victoria under a guard of 
soldiers. No one was bold enough to ent the 
body down for fear of meeting a similar fate. 
Feelipe Salinas, another member of Garcia’s 
band, was caught Oct. 8 and was removed in

Of these the Chicago isa partly protected 
cruiser, the Philadelphia and Newark are pro- 
tected cruisers, the Bennington and Concord 
are gunboats (like the Yorktown, now on its 
way to Chile), the Petrel is a dispatch boat, 
and the Kearsarge is a poor old wooden tub. 
The only armored vessel is the Miantonomah, 
as a battleship one of the strongest afloat. 
The unarmored first-raters are among the 
best of their class, but an armored battle 
ship would make hash of them if it could get 
‘at them. There is no great confidence at the 
yard that there will be a chance to see what 
these boats cod do in a fight, but if fight is 
to be the word they are ready for it over 
there. 

“The Philadelphia, Atlanta, Bennington, 
Concord, and Petrel,” said Capt. Kane today, 
„ could all get to sea in ten days or two weeks 
at the utmost.

COMMENT BY “THE THUNDERER.” 


The London “Times” Urges That the United 
States Should Be Slow to Anger. 

Lonrpon, Oct. 26.—The Times, commenting 
upon the murder of the sailors of the United 
States man-of-war Baltimore at Valparaiso, 
says: 

** Admitting the perfect accuracy of the ac 
count of the affair as related by Judge Foster, 
there is no justification or excuse for 
the retaliatory violence on the part of 
the Chilean mob. It 1s clear that a brutal- 
outrage was committed, and the Weshington 
government has a good prima facie case to de- 
mand satisfaction. But the time has not yet 
come when such a demand could properly be 
pressed. If made now it would be made in 
hot blood and based upon incomplete infor- 
mation. 

It is not for a great and powerful nation 
like the United States to deal in this high- 
handed fashion with a weak neighbor. If the 
United States insists it will be prudent for 
Chile to yield. Some reparation and indem- 
nity must be given in due course, 
for the outrage is far too grave 
to be suffered to pass without adequate atone- 
ment. Nor do we suppose Chile will take any 
other view, whatever the result of Mr. Foster's 
inquiry; but an immediate and peremptory 
demand upon Chile, such as President Har- 
rison speaks of, is not what a self-respecting 
nation could either make or submit to willing- 
ly. ü 

‘*Arguing that Chile is recovering from a 
régime of bad government the attack on the 
Baltimore's sailors may be regarded as an act 
in the same drama. America’s strong ag- 
gressive policy will tend to enhance the diffi- 
culties, the government having already a hard 
enough task to maintain law and order. So

SIG. CRISPI ON THE POPE A AND THE VAT- 

10 

In view. of thestrained relations between the 
Italian Government and the Vatican, the re- 
ported action of the Pope’s advisers in declar- 
ing that he must leave Rome if he is not 
granted a residence there with temporal pow- 
er, and the disposition of the Pope himself to 
quit the city and set up elsewhere, special sig- 
nificance attaches to an article on Italy and 
the Pope, from the ben of ex-Premier Crispi, 
which appears in the November issue of the 
North American Review. No living Italian 
can speak with larger knowledge or higher 
authority for the government’s side of the 
question than Sig. Crispi, who rose from the 
ranks as a soldier fighting with Garibaldi for 
Italian freedom to the next highest position to 
the King in the government. 

The really vital parts of Sig. Crispi’s discus- 
sion of this important question are yet to 
come, as the article is in the nature of a serial, 
and it will require another number to bring it 


down to the present situation of affairs. The 


first. part is mainly historical, but it is none 
the less interesting on that account, as the sub- 
ject matter throws a strong light upon the 
struggle for freedom and shows some of the 
causes of the hostility of the church towards 
the government which has protected its inde- 
pendenve, and which, in his own words, has 
gone too far in ita concessions, since it has 
given special privileges to one of the religions 
of the State at the peril of ita own existence.“ 

Sig. Crispi begins his sketch with the condi- 
tion of Italy in 1815, and shows that when the 
French Revolution was subdued Italy still re- 
mained divided and without a voice in Euro- 
pean councils. Even if the first Napoleon had 
defeated the European coalition it would have 
been no better for the country, as it was his 
scheme to divide it into two large States. 
After Waterloo there was no other purpose in 
the Congress of Vienna than to keep the 
Italians down so that they could not engage in 
revolution, and with this object in view Aus- 
tria was given in great part the provinces 
which had constituted the Kingdom of Italy, 
“the Pope was restored, and with all the old 
dynasties in their ancient dominion.“ Five 
years afterwards revolutions broke out. The 
people could not be kept down. Magzzini 
arose and organized the national forces for 
the day of deliverance.“ Then, says Sig. 
Crispi: 

Bitter but constant, despite the gallows and 


exile, was the life of Italy for forty years. Insurrec- 


tion followed insurrection. Neither bloodshed nor 
repression availed to weary the people, who were 
always more bold, more determined, more unter- 
rified in the face of their tyrants. The year 1848, 
the year in which a spark from Palermo eet fire 
to all Europe, appears to mark the end of the 
despots and the restoration of the nation. The 
treachery of Princes and quarrels among the peo- 
ple, which gave the foreigners fresh opportunities 
to enchain them, made all our heroism useless 
and all our sacrifices of men and money vain. 
Charles Albert beaten at Novara, Venice and 
Rome trampled under foot by Austria and France, 
Italy fell back under the power of Prinees who for 
ten years longer kept up their ancient dominion, 
governing worse than before. Political protests 
against this oppression were the only relief of the 
people, and these were repeated until the day at 
last came of triumph and redemption. 


When Napoleon closed the war of 1859 at 


Villafranca he attempted toestablish “a Con- 
federation of Princes, but events were too 
strong for him.“ Palermo rose in 1860, and 
in the same year Garibaldi united 9,000,000 
Italians to the nation. In March, 1861, the 
Parliament proclaimed the Constitution of the 
Kingdom of Italy. Good fortune at last 
dawned upon her. Austria had no allies, the 
war of 1866 gave her Venice. The French 
were compelled to withdraw their troops to 
meet new dangers on the Rhine, and in 1870 
Rome came to her and the work of unifica- 
tion was complete. 

Such are the general features of the histor. 
ical sketch which prepare the way for Sig. 
Crispi’s argument on the question of temporal 
power. Before he brings the papacy face to 
face with the existing situation he recalls a 
factor in it which is of great importance, as 
showing in what small esteem the question of 
temporal power has sometimes been held 
even in recent times. Sig. Crispi says: 

Before 1870, in a period of years which we may 
call our own, the temporal power of the Popes 
had been thrice abolished im 1798 by the people 
assembled at the capital after the entrance into 
Rome of the French troops under Gen. Berthier ; 
on the 17th of May, 1809, by a decree of Napoleon 
I.: and on the 9th of February, 1849, by a law of 
the Roman Republic. The decrees of the 9th of 
October, 1870, and the law of the 3ist of Decem- 
ber of the same year were not, therefore, an inno- 
vauon. We can only praise the exceptional mild- 
ness of the Italian Government and Parliament 
shown in an act of such importance. 

In 1798 and in 1809 the Pope was absolutely 
driven from Rome; and when the fate of the first 
empire hung in the balance and the conflict be- 
came more ardent, Napoleon sent Pius VII. te the 
advance posts of the army to keep him in check 
and perhaps to expose him to the fury of the 

armies. In a letter written by the Em- 
peror Mareh 12, 1814. to Prince Eugéne, I find 
these memorable 

I have given orders that the Pope should be 
sent by the way of Piacenza and Parma to the 
advance guard. I have given the Pope to under- 
stand that whén he asked, as Bishop of Rome, to 
be allowed to return to his diocese, I gave him 
the permission. Be careful, therefore, not to 
enter into any negotiations about the Pope as to 
either recognizing or not him as 
sovereign.” 

Sig. Crispi adds an important chapter to 
the history of the efforts of the government 
to do away with the temporal power by tracing 
the negotiations of Count Cavour with the 
Holy See itself in 1860, and stating the im- 
portant concessions which Pope and Cardinals 


were willing to make and might have made 
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Massachusetts competitor because of cheaper 
capital, raw material, and labor. Majah Jones 
of the St. Louis Republic does not deny the 
accuracy of the data given, but says that some 
years ago Tuz TMRnUxA expressed the opinion 
that the difference in wages was not a matter 
of any consequence, and that labor got but a 
comparatively small percentage of the value 
of manufactured goods. The Majah grows as 
excited over this discovery as he did when he 
first put on his Confederate uniform and went 
forth from Georgia to subjugate the North, 

It is true that the inaccurate data furnished 
by the census of 1880 in regard to the cost of 
manufacturing goods misled Tun Trisun® as 
well as many others, including the Repyblic: 
but it subsequently discovered the misleading 
character of these returns and corrected its 
error and showed the true state of facts in 
several articles, which the Republic has 
neglected to put in its scrap-book, 

The census figures of 1880 concerning man- 
ufactures omitted all reference to the cost of 
marketing goods and made no allowance for 
supervision, wear and tear of machinery and 
plant, interest, or bad debts. The census 
figures of 1880 gave only the value of the 
finished product and of the raw material and 
the amount paid for wages in the mills and 
shops, the inference being that the entire dif- 
ference between the first and the second and 
third items was manufacturers’ profit. After 
studying the matter more closely Tun Tx1s- 
ung found out the census error and admitted 
that it had been misled by it. The Democrats 
have not owned up to the blunder, how- 
ever, although they see it plainiy 
enough, Mr. Mills still talks of the 
immense manufacturers’ profits, notwith- 
standing it has been shown that they do not 
exist. And Tus Trreuns has found out also, 
and has pointed out clearly, that the difference 
in wages between America and Europe 18 un- 
important only so far as concerns certain 
branches of the cotton business, which is car- 
ried on by automatic machinery and girl 
labor. 

So much for Tun Trrsune. Now for the 
Republic. The editor of that paper is at this 
moment a roaring and rampagious free-trader. 
He is on the right bank of the Miasissippi and 
Henry Watterson on the left, and they shout 
free-trade congratulations to one another 
across the big muddy. The Majah wishes, 
like Mills, Watterson, and Cleveland, to abol- 
ish protection utterly, not excepting a solitary 
branch of American manufactures, . But in 
1884 he supported a Democratic candidate— 
the oniy one elected in thirty years—who 
stood on a platform which was defended and 
sworn to by the Majah and the main plank 
of which reads as follows: 

Knowing full well that legislation affecting the 
operations of the people should be cautious and 
conservative in method, not in advance of public 
opinion, but responsive to its demand, the Demo- 
cratic party is pledged to revise the tariff in a 
spirit of fairness to all interests, But in making 

reductions in taxes it is not proposed to injure 
any domestic industries; but rather to promote 
their healthy growth. Many industries have come 
fo rely on legislation for successful continu- 
ance, so that any change of law must be at every 
step regardful of the labor and capital thus in- 
valved. The necessary reduction in taxation can 
and must be effected without depriving Ameri- 
can labor of the ability to compete successfully 
with foreign labor, and without imposing lower 
rates of duty than will beample to cover any in- 
creased cost of production which may exist in 
consequence of the higher rate of wages prevailing 
in this country. We therefore denounce 
the abuses of the existing tariff, and, subject to 
the preceding limitations, we demand that Fed- 
eral taxation shall be used exclusively . for public 
purposes and shall not exceed the needs of the 
government, economically administered.

THE BALANCE OF TRADE. 

The Milwaukee Journal undertakes to show 
that there is no balance of trade against the 
United States, as claimed by Tan Txrrsuns. 
It gives the following. figures to prove that 
there is no balance either way on the collective 
business of the seventeen years ending with 
June, 1890, that being the latest date for which 
all the statistics are available:

The allowance of nearly 12 per cent on 
the true foreign value of our imports is a lit- 
tle more than the 12 per cent estimate by Mr. 
Mulhall for freights and commissions, the lit- 
tle difference being probably allowed for the 
sake of making the totals agree. The sum- 
of this 12 percent and the $425,000,000 al- 
lowed for undervaluations is nearly the same 
as the $100,000,000 per year which Secretary 
Foster thinks a fair estimate for both, but as 
the undervaluation item is only 4 per cent of 
the foreign statement of value of the ‘goods 
it would seem to be decidedly low. 

Supposing, however, that the official figure 
is approximately correct, there is one impor- 
tant item which is completely ignored in the 
above statement though considered by Secre- 
tary Foster. It is the large amount annually ex- 
pended by American tourists in Europe. In a 
previous article the Milwaukee paper allowed 
anaverage of $50,000,000, minus $10,000,000 
spent here by European visitors, as the aver- 
age for eachof the last twenty-one years. 
But finding that this difference was placed on 
the wrong side of the balance sheet, and that 
if put where it belongs the result would be 
largely to America’s disadvantage, that sheet 
now eliminates it as of no consequence in 
“contrasting the balance of our commercial 
transactions with those of England!” If that 
difference were correct for the long 
term mentioned, it would make about 
$50,000,000 for each of the last seventeen years, 
amounting in that time to $850,000,000, which 
is not equal to the total value of our se- 
eurities estimated to be now held in Evrope. 
The expenditures by American tourists in Eu- 
rope this year cannot be much less than $100,- 
900,000 and the whole of it is sent from this 
side of the Atlantic in the shape of bank 
credits, which have to be satisfied by the ship-

staring us in the face proves the reasoning to 
be correct, and the estimate of the cause for 
the balance against us not to be overdrawn. 
The fact is, we have been running behind 
tor the last ten years at the rate of close to 
a hundred million dollars per year; and be 
it remembered that this is in addition to the 
vast sum we have to pay yearly in the shape 
of interest or dividends on previously accu- 
mulated foreign indebtedness. It is a bad and 
dangerous state of affairs. And the Demo- 
crats propose no remedy except to import 
more, spend more abroad, and plunge into 
debt faster. And on that policy they ask to 
be placed in control of this government! 


CHILE’S AGGRESSIONS AND INSULTS. 
It is amatter for national 

that at last this government is in a position 
where it no longer has to submit to outrages 
and insults from a second and third class pow- 
er, and where it is able to strike back and 
punish aggressors. The official reports of 
the recent occurrence at Valparaiso, as 
made by Capt. Schley of the Baltimore war- 
ship, show that the assault made upon Ameri- 
can sailors in the streets of that city, by 
which one was killed and several seriously 
injured, was the action of a mob assisted by 
government police, and was instigated by 
hatred of Americans, The outrage is still 
further aggravated by the arrest of thirty-five 
American sailors, while pot one of the Chile- 
ans concerned has been molested. 

The administration has shown commend- 
able promptness in notifying Minister Egan 
that the Chilean Government will be held re- 
sponsible for this outrage and that an apology 
and indemnity will be demanded. Chile has 
always been ugly and maliciously disposed in 
its relations with this country, and a few years 
ago sought to bully the United States because 
it had some ironclads, while we had nothing 
but antiquated wooden ships, and conse- 
quently could not punish insolence and ag- 
gression. Now, however, the situation has 
changed. The United States has a fleet supe- 
rior to that of Chile ten times over, and if re- 
prisals must be resorted to in this business it 
has to spare a fighting fleet strong enough to 
sink the Chilean vessels and bombard every 
city on the Chilean coast. Two or three of 
our warships are now on the way ard two or 
three are over there, and they will maintain 
the rights and honor of this country. There 
need be no doubt of thatscore. The only 
regret which will be felt in this connec- 
tion is the length of time which must be 
consumed in getting around Cape Horn. If 
the Nicaragua canal were cut our war vessels 
would be there in a short time as compared 
with the two months which it now will take. 
But they will get there and they will give a 
good account of themselves. The impudent 
faction which at present controls the destinies 
of a country which always has been treated 
with consideration and marked respect by 
this one will speedily be brought to terms by 
the naval power ot the United States. If it 
refuses to apologize and indemnify this coun- 
try for the outrages perpetrated with its in- 
direct sanction, then it will be brought to terms 
by force. There is no question that these out- 
rages were committed, not because of the 
persons involved but because of Chilean 
hatred of the uniform they wore and of the 
government which they represent. Time was, 
and that not long ago, when such outrages 
could have been committed with impunity, 
but that time has passed. Chile must now 
pay the reckoning or take the consequences, 


THE PROPOSED HIGH BRIDGE. 
Mr. R. I. Sloan, civil engineer, in a letter to 
Trrpune suggests a high bridge, 100 or 
more feet above the water level, as the con- 
necting link between the North and South 
Sides, instead of the proposed subway. The 
first objection to the high bridge is its cost. 
By Mr. Sloan’s own estimate it will reach 
$8,817,750. As estimates are always less than 
actual cost, it would probably exceed $4,000,- 
000 and might reach $5,000,000. In the second 
place, it contemplates spanning the river with- 
out a draw, so that it must be fully 110 feet 
up to the floor of the bridge in order to clear 
the highest masts. The grade pitched upon is 
one in twenty, which would make it necessary 
to start 2,000 feet back on each side of the 
river, thus giving a total length of 4,200 feet, 
with a grade sharper than that of the La Salle 
street tunnel. Such a grade would be a prac- 
tical prohibition of travel, because of the diffi- 
culty in the long climb up and the danger in 
making the long descent on eitherside. If 
one in thirty-five or torty were determined as 
the grade, it could only be obtained by going 
back to Jackson street on the South Side and 
to Chicago avenue on the North Side, which 
would make it a long, unsightly, costly 
structure. 

The proposed subway is only to be 3,200 feet 
long, or 1,000 feet shorter than the high bridge 
plan. Its grade is one in forty, only half 
that of the other, because it dips down but 
half as far as the high bridge would have to 
rise in the air. It can be built at much small- 
er cost, for the expenses of right of way will 
be only nominal, while the bridge plan would 
involve over two millions for right of way 
alone, according to Mr. Sloan’s estimate. The 
subway can be used at all times of the year, 
while the bridge would always be shunned in 
bad seasons. If the tunnel were to be built 
with a grade as steep as that proposed for the 
bridge few would want to use it. It will be 
remembered that teams used to avoid the 
Washington and La Salle street tunnels, though 
their grades are not as steep as that of the 
proposed high bridge. In almost every re- 
spect the bridge plan would impose obstacles 
to travel that speedily would throw it into dis- 
use, not to mention its heavy cost as com- 
pared with that of the subway. 


A LIFE THROWN AWAY. 

Tun Tarom a few days ago recorded the 
suicide ot Mr. Irving A. Evans, one of the 
best and most favorably known stock 
operators in Boston and New England. His 
fatal denouement was the logical outcome of 
a misdirected and profitless life. That there 
are not more such tragedies can only bo due 
to the lack of sensibility or of courage on 
the part of those who have followed similar 
careers. Outside of his business Mr. Evans 
is reported to have been a man of more than 
ordinary culture, genial traits of character, 
and amicable and attractive manners, which 
made him a favorite with all who knew him. 
Nature, indeed, had endowed him so liber- 
ally with capacities for giving and receiving 
enjoyment that his life should have been prof- 
itable and successful to himself and to all 
concerned. But in its very prime he volun- 
tarily threw it away and thereby acknowl- 
edged it was a miserable failure. 

The secret of this life tragedy is to be found 
in the business which he followed and in the 
manner in which he conducted it. For many 
years his stock jobbing was successful. He 
engineered numerous schemes and made large 
sums of money out of them. He became 
wealthy and famous on the street. His am- 
bition increased with his wealth, and he 
ventured upon heavy and desperate msks to 
still further augment his accumulations. They 
entailed a constantly increasing strain upon 
mind and body, and they so tar weakened him 
that when the tide turned against him and 
loss followed loss with perpen rapidity, as it 
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which grows out of stock gambling charac- 
terized his operations. But the outcome of 


| his life and its petty ambitions is not the less 


wretched and deplorable on that account, 

If the penalty of this career were confined 
to himself it would not be exceptionally pain- 
ful, for it is the natural outcome of an excite- 
mentand thwarted ambition which he must 
have known he was not to resist. 
But he has left a wife and who have 
been accustomed to wealth and its luxuries 


not only in mourning and destined to carry 


the bitterness of this ‘tragedy through life but 
in utter poverty with no preparation to grap- 
ple with it and support themselves. His un- 
seemly ‘exit therefore has involved others who 
were innocent and in one instant of time has 
precipitated them from the coinforte and re- 
finements of wealth to the discomforts and 
sordidness of poverty. It is a veritable and 
complete tragedy as unnecessary as it is de- 
plorable. It should be a warning to men who 
are not fitted for reverses to keep out of the 
excitements of stock gambling and to leave 
that questionable species of alleged business 
to those of coarser and more calloused natures 
who can bear success or defeat with equal m- 
difference. It should teach the lesson of con- 
tentment with the slower processes of money- 
making by legitimate trade and point the 
moral of the folly of hastening to got rich by 
questionable methods which may succeed in 
one case but fail in the other ninety-nine.

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THE EXPLANATION, 

The answer is very simple—viz.: The larger 
wages England pays is because of her natural ad- 
vantages as a manufacturing country over her 
continental rivals. (1) Being surrounded by 
water her insular position has vrotected the isl- 
and from invasion for over 800 years. Conse- 
quently the British are not obliged to maintain a 
huge standing army or a tyrannical conscripuon 
system in time of peace. Taxes in Britain are 
therefore light, considering her resources, as com- 
pared with her continental neighbors, who are 
devoured by taxes and excises to main- 
tain their huge armaments. This compara- 
tive lightness of taxation enables employers to pay 
considerably higher wages than their continental 
neighbors. (2) Great Britain has enormous de- 
posits of excellent coal for steam, smelting, and 
gasmaking, which is mined and sold to manu- 
facturers, steamships, locomotives, gasmakers, 
and general consumers far cheaper than coal, even 
of a poor quality, can be procured on the con- 
tinent. Hence the Hritish, with cheap and good 
coal, can obtain power to run their mills, fac- 
tories, railroad trains, and steamships much 
cheaper than their rivals. (3) Britain has been 
better supplied with iron-ore, leud, tin, and some 
other metals than her competitors, but more 
especially with iron-ore and good smelting coal, 
which have enabled her to distance all her eom- 
petitors in manufacturing iron and steel, and 
steam machinery, and steamships, which fetch 
and carry her commercial products. And the 
British have kept ahead of their continental 
competitors in labor-saving inventions and in 
adopting the best inventions of this country with- 
out loss of time. Better wages can be given by 
reason of these inventions and natural ad- 
vantages. (4) England has been for centuries 
building up an enérmous colonial system, includ- 
ing her vast India possessions, from which she ob- 
tains great quantities of cheap raw materials, 
consisting of foodstuffs, wool, wheat, tea, sugar, 
spices, meat, hides, gold, and diamonds, and also 
a great and reliable market for all kinds 
of British manufactures. These advantages none 
of her rivals possess, and they enable her employ- 
ing classes to pay larger wages. (5) Great Britain 
possesses many fine, deep, commodious harbors, 
close to her coal beds and great seats of manu- 
facturing industries, Out of and into these sail 
her thousands of iron steamers to and from all 
parts of the world. She has coaling stations in 
hundreds of colonial ports, and cables laid on the 
ocean’s bottom from England to everywhere, which 
enable her merchants to buy at the cheapest and 
sell at the dearest attainable prices, all of which 
tend to increase the ability of her business-men to 
pay better wages than their competitors on the 
continent. And yet the difference of wages in 
England over Germany, France and Belgium, 
her manufacturing competitors,is not great— 
probably not exceeding 10 to 15 percent. Wages 
for all kinds of service do not differ materially 
in London, Paris, and Berlin. Living is a 
little cheaper in British than French and Ger- 
man cities. But we hays said enough to answer 
the question propounded,

THE CHURCH OF THE FUTURE. 


The Subject Preached On by the Rev. L. J. 
Dinsmore of Macomb, III. 

The Rev. L. J. Dinsmore ot Macomb, III., 
filled the pulpit of the Third Universalust 
Church yesterday morning, his subject being 
The Coming Church.“ The text was Mat- 
thew ix., 27, and x., 25, ana the thought of the 
two passages was applied to the question of the 
real Christian church that is tocome, The 
future church was defined as the organization 
that would be able to take in all the expansive- 
ness of the new mine of religious development 
that had given euch a glory to our age. 
There was but one Christianity, but men 
might hold either in a good or bad 
way. The old endeavor had been to 
keep men apart, to find points of difference; 
the new endeavor was to bring men together 
to discern points of agreement. The world 
cherished no good opinion of the sects; but it 
loved the real Christianity that voiced itself 
in human brotherheod and charity. That was 
the real hope of the world, All its real progress 
lay along the line of the a ia a of the 
principles of the Christian religion to the life 
of today. And this new Christianity was not 


alien to the world. Today people stood at a 
period of change. Some were clinging to the 
old traditionalism and formalism, Some 


were claiming to have outgrown Christ. There 
was but one thing people could do—learn of 
Jesus that religion was progressive; that it 
could not be caught and imprisoned in an 
sentence or creed, but was to lead the world. 
Duty, and not creed—this was the new 
Christianity. The coming Christian Church 
would be a church of progress—it would lead 
the march of the people. It would be one of 
the people. The coming church would hold 
to a religion of common sense, and the par- 
ticular forms and ceremonies would be de- 
termined by the needs of the times and the 
changes of its membership, But its supreme 
passion would be to relieve and hu- 
manity.

Impressions of a Minister Who Was a 
Member of That Methodist Body. 

At the First Methodist Church, Evanston, 
last evening Dr. Milton S. Terry, professor in 
Garrett Biblical Institute, who was one of the 
prominent members of the Methodist Ecu- 
menical Council, lately held in Washington, 
D. C., delivered an address in which he gave 
his impressions of the members and work of 
that body. : . 

The late ecumenical council was one of 
the greatest conventions of modern times, 
Dr. Terry said, “It was not to determine 
any mooted questions of doctrine, but sim- 
ply a great fraternal gathering of all the de- 
partments of the church called Methodist 
to discuss the progress and interests 
that were common to all. Comparing 
the conference held in London in 1881 
with the Washington conference, the ques- 
tions discussed in London were all distinctly 
Methodistic. Whatever was di was 
treated from the view of the Methodist 
Church. The conference just ended treated 
little with subjects of distinctly Methodist in- 
terest. The program was catholistic; it em- 
bruced almost every question which is agitat- 
mg the Christian church and all humanity. 
The personnel of the council was most note- 
worthy, but there was one who stood out in 
bold relief and he was the gray-haired patri- 
arch of the council, Dr. William Ar- 
thur of England. He was the Nestor 
of convention. He could calm 
that august body when excitement 
was rampant. Another distinguished man of 
the council whom everybody wanted to hear 
was Hugh Price Hughes. e was a nervous, 
wiry man, and couldn't keep quiet a min- 
ute. His simplicity in preachi was 
remarkable, his eloquence full of 
fire, and his exhortation most piercing. 
Bishop Arney of the African Methodist Church 
was a colored man, but his speech at the open- 
ing of the conference was so remarkable that 
he immediately became one of the 

rominent figures of the council. Dr.

As to the result and outcome of the 
council, I believe it has brought on a new era 
of fraternal feelmg among all the different 
branches of Methodism.”’

pelied his nature in that direction. 


Responsible if Rational, 


Tf he is a rational being he is responsible for 
self-restraint, and if he fail to exercise it he must 
meet the consequences. If drunkenness were 
merely a disease for which one is not to be held 
responsible this theme would be no more appro- 
priate for the pulpit than would a treat 
ise on rheumatism and phthisis. Has God 
ang written over the battlements of heaven, 
“No consumptives admitted here’? But he has 
written in words too plain to be misinterpreted 
that No drunkard shall ever inherit the king- 
dom of God.” Let physicians and religious 
teachers therefore unite 1 — the e here 
is no room for jealousy. There is ample scope 
for both science and religion in the great work 
of reforma 

A Christian man will be a brighter and a more 
useful Christian if science can give him a good 
digestion. It will be a help in moral reformation 
to have an evil appetite destroyed. It was not 
intended by the great Creator of all law that 
two departments of the kingdom which he con- 
trols should stand wholly separate from each 
other. Itisa common thing for men to 2 
regret the wrongs that they have done, and equal 
lycommon to repeat the same wrong within a 
few hours after the grief has been most poignant. 
The pledge is reso to as a 1 —— against 
future falls, even while the unfortunate pledger 


is under the power of the rum _ fiend, 
The moral reformer, after repeated fail-

FESTIVAL OF THE UNITED POLISH 
SINGERS OF AMERICA. 


The Third Annual Event- Characteristic 
Audience Crowds Into Walsh's Hall on 
the West Side—The Prize “ Cantata of 
May 3” Rendered with a Patriotic Out- 
burst—Feelings of Revolt and Revenge 
Awakened by Martial Selections—One 
Lonely English Number, 

Poland, the martyred nation, was glorified 
in song and rhythmic story and great bursts of 
orchestral music and patriotic speech last 
night at Walsh’s Hall, Milwaukee avenue and 
Noble street. The cultured and musical 
Polanders of Chicago, together with several 
from abroad, filled the big auditorium. They 
also filled it with applause until the air be- 
game resonant with Polish war-cries and po- 
etic lamentations. 

It was the third annual musical festival] of 
the United Polish Singers of America. With 
the exception of one lonely little love song in 
English the entire long program of numbers 
was in the language of the “Land of Sor. 
rows,” and every performer was of that nation. 
The festival was under the leadership of Prof. 
Anton Mallek. 


It opened with the “Coronation March“ 
of Lumbye, which was admirably ren- 
dered by Prof. Fierck’s orchestra, and was 
followed bya mazurka froin the opera of 
“Halka,” by Poland’s great composer, Mo- 
niuska. The third numberof the program 
was the crowning one. It was the “Cantata 
of May 8,” in honor of the adoption of the 
Polish Constitution on the above day in 1791. 
The work is a notable one and has a history. 
It se a given here last year, but not as 
completely nor as splendyily as last nigh 
when it had an adequate interpretation — 
vocally and instrumeatally. Nearly 150 voices 
gave purpose and feeling and volume to the 
words, 

The cantata is a prize one. Nearly two 
years ago the United Polish Singing Societies 
of America offered prizes for the best original 
cantata and best purely musical composition, 
both to be distinctively national. Polanders 
all over the world compe but the. award 
was given to the“ Cantata of May 3,” the au- 
thor being Titus Ernesti of Utica, N. I. It is 
a work full of martial and religious ton as 
well as national aspirations, and was rendered 
with fine spirit and patriotic appreciation, At 
its close the audience cheered long and proud- 
ly. Following is a translation of the words of 
the cantata:

Kochanowskiego was a patriot poet of the 


fifteenth century, and his tuneful la- 
ment was caused by the death of 
his child. Previous to his time 


the national literature was written in Latin, 
but he did for his native tongue what Chau- 
cer did for English. He was the first of Po. 
land’s worthy poets and finished writers who 
wedded his mother tongue to literature and 
expressed a nation’s thoughts in the people’s 
language.

An overture by Suppe opened the second 
part, and then came a miss of 17 years, Vic- 
toria Mikitynski, who sang Meyerbeer's May 
a, with much sweetness and skill.

GERMAN-AMERICAN DAY CELEBRATION. 


Ten Thousand Milwaukeee People Listen 
to Speeches and Bach’s Music. 

Miuwavuxer, Wis., Oct. 25.—[Special.]— 
German-American day was observed in Mil- 
waukee today. The celebration was to have 
taken place at National Park three weeks ago, 
but as the weather was unfavorable for an out- 
door demonstration it was postponed, To- 
day’s affair took place in the Exposition build- 
ing, and during the afternoon there were 10,000 
people in the hail. State Senator Bechtner, 
as President of the day, made the 
opening address, speaking in German and 
Eni lish. He welcomed those present, he 
said, not as Germans and not as strangers, 
but as loyal Americans who appreciate this 
country and its constitution and who have 
done their share in making this country what 
it is. Mayor Somers, the next speaker, eulo- 
gized the German-Americans as being a po- 
tent factor in all that was good in this coun- 
try and they all had reason to be proud of the 
accomplishments of their race in America. 
The German-Americans of our citizens, he 
said, hke all other nationalities of foreign de- 
scent, are here fer bettering their condition, 
because America is the best government for 
the masses of the people. The celebration of 
German day he regarded, as no evidence of 
disloyalty to America and it can never be 
called indo question, since the German-Amer- 
icans have shown their true * to Ameri- 
ca through their sacrifices from Bunker Hill 
to the surrender of Lee. 

Gov. Peck was to be the next speaker, but 
he failed to put in an appearance. He sent a 
letter of regret, in which he said that after two 
years of the hardest work of his life he finds 
the need ofa little recreation and freedom 
from the cares of office, and so he is resting a 
couple of weeks, attempting to become young 
again, which he thought probably can not be 
accomplished. He hoped that the German- 
Americans who celebrate German day in Mil- 
waukee aud everywhere in the State which 
contains so many of, them, may be 
very well contented that they 
have made America their adopted 
country and Wisconsin their home. Hugo 8. 
Grosser, the orator of the day, explained the 
origin of German-American day and its cele- 
bration Oct. 6 to commemorate the landing in 
America of Postorious. He also reviewed the 
achievements of the German-American ele- 


After explaining the origin of the proposed 
Gutenberg monument to be erected by the 
German-Americans in the city Otto Luedecke 
introduced resolutions indorsing the protest, 
which were unanimously adopted. The

A TOLL GRIEVANCE AGAINST CANADA. 


Case for the Commission on RKeciprocal 
Trade—Wrecking Laws. 

The Ogdensburg Transit company is pre- 
paring to push its cAse against the Canadian 
Government before the Commission on Re- 
ciprocal Trade between the United States and 
Canada. The commission was to have met 
early in October, but the illness of Secretary 
Blaine resulted in the postponement. The 
grievance of the company is the 
discrimination m collecting canal tolls 
on grain for export via Montreal, which is 
transshipped from lake vessels to river barges 
at Ogdensburg, while no tolls are exacted 
where the grain is transshipped at Kingston. 
The Chicago Board of Trade will take action 
against this discrimination. The need of 
reciprocity in wrecking laws will also be 
brought before the 2ommission. Great losses 
are imeurred by the inability of American 
vessel-owners to use American wrecking ap- 


waters. It is desired to throw wrecking o. 
erations open to both countries on the lakes. 

The first move toward lessening the speed 
of vessels through the narrow rivers connect- 
ing the Great Lakes has been taken by the 
Detroit and Cleveland Navigation company, 
which has ordered its boats to materially les- 
sen their speed on the Detroit River. Con- 
gress will be asked by vessel-owners to em- 
power the United States engineers to regulate 
the speed of vessels at the narrow and crook- 
ed places of St. Mary's, St. Clair. and Detroit 
Rivers. Sentiment in that direction among 
Chicago vesselmen is very strong. Half the 
marine losses this year have been caused by 
collisions of this kind.

CHICAGO CLUB WILL SUE PFEFFER. 


His Jump to the New Club Will Lead to 
Another Legal Battle. 

There will probably be another famous baseball 
lawsuit this winter, with the Chicago club and 
Fred Pfeffer as the central figures, in the Illinois 
courts. Under Clause 19 of the new National 
League contract clubs claim to have a sure thing 
on the players they want. The important clause 
reads as follows: 

It is hereby expressly understood and agreed 
for the consideration above mentioned that the 
party of the first part shall have the option or 
right to renew this contract with all its terms 
provisions, and conditions for another period of 
seven months, beginning April 1, 1891, and for a 
similar period in five successive years thereafter, 
and the said party of the second part hereby 
agrees to perform similar services and be subject 
to all the obligations, duties, and liabilities pre- 
scribed in this contract for the period or periods 
of such renewal or renewals, provided only that 
written notice of the exercise of such option of 
renewal be served upon the said pafty of the sec- 
ond part prior to the 3ist day of October of the 
current year of this contract and of the current 
year of each renewal thereof.”’ 

The written notice mentioned was served on 
Pfeffer. The Chicago club has reserved bim, and 
Anson and Hart want him worse than ever, now 
that the American Association has broken into 
Chicago.

Chased and Shot by Indians as He Galloped 
Away for Reinforcements. 

Ride!“ said the Colonel, there's nothing 
in the world can touch an Indian for riding. 
He can ride on a pony’s neck, on his side, on 
his flank—he can ride under a pony, for I have

seen him do it many a time, says a writer in 


the New York Tribune. 

„And now that we are on the subject of rid- 

ing I’ll tell you about a ride that a half-breed 
Indian made once. I never liked half-breeds 
before that—any more than I like Indians. I 
don’t like half-breeds now, but I liked that 
critter Joe. 
This was all down in Arizona. Never been 
in Arizona, eh? Well, it was a nice country in 
those days. Your scalp was worth just about 
10 cents, par value. A frignd of mine, Will 
Savrin, was a Lieutenant in the —th. He 
picked up a half- breed, the meanest looking 
half-breed I ever saw. The whites of his eyes 
showed every time you spoketo him. I wouldn’t 
have trusted him if my neck had been in dan- 
ger and he could have saved it. Will found some 
of the soldiers kicking and cuffing the half- 
breed around camp one day. The Indian 
was just whining and taking it all. Will 
cursed the men off the spot and threw two or 
three of them over their heels. He took the 
half-breed, warmed him up, and gave him 
something to eat. He couldn’t drive the 
worthless devil away then and so made a kind 
of man-servant of him, naming him Joe, but 
the ae wasn’t worth a rap for any kind of 
work. 

Will was an awfully reckless fellow. He 
didn’t believe that the Indian lived who would 
fight face to face with aman. He used to sa 
that he would take ten men and ride throug 
a whole tribe, shooti whatever men he 
chose, and that they wouldn’t show fight if he 
could keep them from closing in behind him. 

He got his chance one day. He was escort- 
ing a supply train-wagon, you know, across 
the plain. He had about twenty infantrymen 
withhim. A swarm of them came down upon 
him and begat to blaze away. They fired like 
a hailstorm. They got the wagon rounded up 
and then tried to make the Indians come in 
and fight them. Not a bit of it would they have. 
They hung around like a swarm of bees just 
out of range. Every time he got the train in 
motion down they came withaswoop. They 
were losing mules, and Will was ra , curs- 
ing mad. He couldn’t make them fight him. 

„So there they staid. That night the red 
devils led them a terrible dance, but they 
stuck it out. The next day was one of those 
scorchi blistering days that you get on the 
plains. e sun was like a flaming sword 
and the wind. that came over the bleached 
plain cut the skin open. re was no water 
to drink, the men’s swollen tongues were 
hanging out of their mouths, and their car- 
bines were so hot they blistered the flesh on 
their hands. And all the while Will was swear- 
ing and 1 ee trying to get the devils 
to fight him. re was no ht in them. 
as | had a sure thing of it waiting. 

“Tn the afternoon it got so terrible that the 
men could not breathe. They began to faint 
under the torturing sun. Will wanted some 
one to come out and ride into camp for a 
cavalry troop. Joe wae lying in the shade of 
a supply wagon, and he got up and led his 
pony over. e Indians were lying off about 
three miles then, rte gy. Soa night, when they 
could come in and make things lively again 
with showers of rifle balls. 

Joe started off to the south on an easy 
lope. You could see the Indians move where 
they had rested like ashadow on the plain. 
Then out came a circle like the curve of a 
pand of blue swallows. It spread out, widen- 
ing and widening, and circled in again like a 
closing fan, after Joe. Ali the while Joe was 
loping over the white plain to the south. They 
were after him now ata hot pace, and Will 
gnawed his mustache as he watched his half- 
breed getting smaller and smaller. He was 
riding harder now and the pursuing Indians 
were between him and the train. The soldiers 
could see puffs of white where the Indians 
were sending balls after the half-breed, and 
then the speck of a Joe went out of sight, and 
afterward the band, 8 a fine cloud of alkali 
dust showing where it had floated over them.

OUR FOREIGN COMMERCE INCKEASING, 


A Flattering Showing by the Official Fig- 
N ures for the Yoar 1891. 

Wasurincton, D. C., Oct. 24.—Official fig- 
ures just issued by the Bureau of Statistics 
show that the foreign commerce of the United 
States during the first year under the McKin- 
ley bill was greater than any other year in the 
history of the country. The bill went into 
effect Oct. 6, 1890. During the year ending 
Oct. 1, 1891, under the stimulus of its en- 
larged free list, the importations of merchan- 
dise were $824,715,270, being $85,000,- 
000 in excess of any other fiscal 
year in the history of the country. 
The exports are alto stimulated by the reci- 
procity clause of the bill. They were $923,- 
091,136, or $20,000,000 greater than any year in 
the history of the country, The total value 
of exports and imports during the first year 
under the McKinley law was just $100,000,000 
greater than in any other fiscal year in the 
history of the country. The balance of trade 
in favor of the United States during the first 
year under the bill was in round numbers 
$100,000,000, and has seldom been surpassed 
in the history of our foreign commerce. 

[To the eost of the imported goods must be 
added freight, insurance, and undervaluation, 
which wil! altogether probably equal 100 
millions. Then another 100 millions have 
been spent abroad by American tourists. 80 
that good as the year has been there has been 
no balance of trade in our favor. |

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IN HONOR OF GEN. LOGAN. 


THE WIFE OF THE SOLDIER-STATES- 
MAN PLANNING HIS MONUMENTS 


There Is Now $65,000 Available for the 

* Work in Each of the Cities of Chicago 
and Washington—St. Gaudens at Work 
on the Statue That Will Be Erected in 
the World's Fair City—How $1,000 
Went Through a Fire—General Wash- 
ington News. 

Wasainerox, D. C., Oct. 25.—[Special. |— 
* It is the ambition of Mrs. John A. Logan’s 
life,“ said Paymaster Tucker, to see monu- 
ments erected in Chicago and Washington, 
respectively, in honor of her distinguished | 
husband. There is now $65,000 available for 
this purpose in each of the cities named, and 
Mrs. Logan and Gen. Alger have been in New 
York for the purpose of conferring with the 
sculptors as to the design for the proposed 
statue at the Capitol of the United States ac- 
cording to the provisions of the act of Con- 
gress making an appropriation of $50,000 
for this purpose. The statue must be 
an equestrian one, but that is the 
only limitation. An equal amount was 
appropriated by the Legislature of Illinois for 
the statue of Gen. Logan to be erected at Chi- 
cago, and St. Gaudens, who was awarded the 
contract for making it, promises that it shail 
be completed in time for the Columbian Ex- 
position. 

In the consideration of the proposed statue 
at the Capitol care will probably be taken to 
bring out very forcibly the fact that the late 
Gen. Logan stands as the representative vol- 
unteer soldier of the republic. Although he 
had served as a soldier in the Mexican War, 
the rebellion found him a civilian and serving 
ia the hall of Congress. 

„His first battle in that conflict was the con- 
test at Bull Run, and he witnessed a portion 
of it arrayed in a silk hat and double-breasted 
coat rot the Prince Albert pattern.

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BILLS GO THROUGH FIRE, 


Transmission of $1,000 in Currency from 
Milan, Tenn,, to New York. 

Wasuinetror, D. C., Oct. 25.—Oct. 14 E. A. 
Collins, a banker of Milan, Tenn., reyistered at 
his postoffice a package addressed to Latham, 
Alexander & Co., New York, containing $1,000 
in currency. A serious train wreck occurred 
near Steubenville, O., on the 16thinst. The 
nail, which included this valuable package, 
was on the ill-fated train and largely shared 
the general destruction, which fire made more 
thorough. Fortunately, this package, badly 
scarred and crisped ag to cover, remained 
quite intact as to inclosures, and 
was picked up by W. B. Johnson, one of the 
brakemen of the train. Mr. Johnson immedi- 
ately after the wreck delivered the package to 
George F. Brown, Chief Disptcher of the Pitts 
burg, Cincinnati and St. Louis railway, Co- 
lumbus division, who in turn handed it over 
to the custody of the postoffice at Steubenville. 
The package was from this office promptly 
forwarded to Mr. A. Burt, Division Superin- 
tendent of Mail Service at Cincinnati, who 
delivered the same to the Postmaster at Cin- 
cinnati for transmittal to the Dead Letter 
Office, where it was received by registered 
mail on the 22d. Information of its receipt 
was at once telegraphed to the sender, and, in 
accordance with his instructions, the package 
was forwarded to its owner. 


HARD TO HOLD THEIR TONGUES, 


Secretaries Foster and Rusk Chafing Under 
Injunctions of Secrecy. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Oct. 25.—[Special. ]— 
Two Cabinet members are chafing under the 
secrecy laid upon them by virtue of their offi- 
cial position. One is Secretary Foster. The 
other Jerry Rusk. When the Secretary of the 
Treasury prepared his Ohio speech he wanted 
to tell the Ohio farmers what had been done 
for them by the administration in opening up 
the foreign markets. He could tell how the 
embargo had been raisedon American pork 
in Germany because that had been officially 
proclaimed. But he could not go further and 
tell them that an agreement had been signed 
reducing the duty on pork as well as on cereal 
products. That had not been proclaimed be. 
cause the German Government requested that 
the official announcement be left fer it to 
make, Otherwise it feared that treaties it 
was negotiating with European ccuntries 
might be prejudicial. Courtesy on the part of 
the United States required that this uest 
be granted. All this was last August at Sara- 
toga when the agreement was signed. But 
Secretary Foster dare not tell what the re. 
ductions in the duties are because Ger- 
many is not ready to officially an- 
nounce them. Secretary Rusk's em- 
barrassment has been chiefly in replying 
to congratulations from the Western farmers. 
When the letters began to come in congratu- 
lating him and the administration on the re- 
duction in duties he had to be mighty careful 
in repljing to them. Some of the letter- 
writers asked what the amount of the reduc- 
tion was. All Uncle Jerry could do was to 
answer in a <‘iplomatic way. The reduction 
on all the products was from 30 to 50 per 
cent. On wheat about 30 per cent, on pork 
the duty comes down from 21-6 cents to about 
1}¢ cents. It is understood that the President 
has caused Minister Phelps to explain to the 
German authorities the embarrassment the 
situation is causing the administration, and 
an arrangement to give early publicity to the 
schedule is looked for. 


TO CHECK FREE SILVER COINAGE, 


Growing Feeling in Favor of International 
 Bimetallism. 

Wasuineatroy, D. C., Oct. 25.—[Special. ]— 
The President and Secretary Foster are bank- 
ing a good deal in their plans to check free 
coinage upon the results ofthe inquiries which 
they have been making in Europe. The feel- 
ing in favor of international bimetallisin seems 
to be growing and to be likely to prevail in 
European Cabinets if the leading European 

wers can be convinced that the United 

tates does not intend to plunge into free 
coinage of its own motion. Several gentle- 
men of standing in private life agreed 
early in the summerto make some inquiries 
of European financiers with a view to an in- 
ternational agreement and to report the re- 
sults to the President and Secretary of the 
Treasury without expense to the government. 
They have discovered so friendly a feeling to 
the use of silver in Europe that they have re- 
cently asked and obtained intormal creden- 
tials from our government showing who they 
are and what their instructions without having 
authority to commit the United States offi- 
cially to ay program. The fact that these 
credentials have been asked for is regarded by 
the President asa very encouraging indica- 
tion of the feeling in "Engtand. rance, and 
2 in regard to the remonetization of 
silver.

WHERE WOMEN HAVE A SAY. 
A Paradise for the Gentler Sex Ont in 
Wyoming. 

Philadeiphia Press: The first Governor of 
the State of Wyoming, Amos W. Barber, was 
in the city yesterday and chatted pleasantly 
with a Press reporter. The doctor’s winning 
ways placed him on the right side of the fair 
sex of Wyoming, for soon after its admission 
as a State in 1890 he was elected its first Gov- 
ernor by a creditable majority of men, old 
maidena, and blushing young ladies just reach- 
ing their 2ist majority. _ 

„ How about politics in Wyoming?” said 
the Governor in reply to a query. You 
know we are voting under the Australian bal- 
lot system, and to be candid I must say it has 
improved the purity of politics wonderfully. 
No. We have no women heelers or strikers 
or rounders as they. are sometimes called. 
Such characters are unknown to fus, ‘The 
women, and particularly those whose husbands 
have means, usually have carriages on election 
day and drive to the polls and vote and take 
many of their friends with them.” 

„% Do I believe that woman N de- 
grades her? No; on the contrary I believe it 
ennobles her and brings out all the strong at- 
tributes of true womanhood, 

„The women do not draw the political lines 
nearly as closely as the men. They elect 
each other superintendents of public schools, 
and make the cause of education their first 
aim. 

* The voting is carried on much like the 
system of depositing in bank. Voters of both 
sexes come and deposit their ballots after 
passing in a closed avenue, one at a time, and 
return again in a quiet and business-like way 
to their homes. To their credit be it said, the 
women are almost a unit for ability, honesty, 
and integrity wherever found, in high life or 
low. 

„Are the women voters bitter partisans, and 
do they oppose each other and have factional 
differences ?”’ 

No., not all, Usually the wives or daugh- 
ters vote the politics of their fathers. But to 
this there are exceptions. There is a wonder- 
ful unanimity in sentiment among the women, 
and they make the best and highest types of 
citizens, and in many instances their judg- 
ment is better than their husbands or broth- 
ers. 

Pz they ever sit on juries?”’ 

„Ves, we have had several women jurors in 
the courts of Cheyenne, the Capital of Wyo- 
ming, where I reside.

VARIATIONS IN THE LAKE LEVELS, 


They Are Caused Entirely by the Differ- 
ences in Rainfalls. 7 

Toronto Maul: The variations in the levels 
of the Great Lakes have been the subject of 
study for many years past, and various the- 
ories have been advanced to account for 
them. Thirty years ago all available data re- 
garding the fluctuations were compiled, 
showing the more important changes in 
the lower lakes between 1838 and 1857, 
with a few facts as to exceptional 
phenomena in earlier years. In 1859 the 
United States Engineers began systematic 
gauge-readings, and the work is still con- 
tinued. The highest known level occurred 
in 1888, when Michigan and Huron rose twenty- 
six inches above ordinary high stage, and Erie 
and Outario eighteen inches. The lowest level 
was in 1819, when Erie fell about three and 
a half feet below its usual plane. The fluc- 
tuations, apart from those which are an- 
nual and those caused by the winds, are 
of periodical occurrence, and are character- 
ized by aremarkable approach to regularity. 
Since the highest waters of 1838 there have 
been alternate periods of descension and as- 
cension of the levels, either five, seven, or 
eight years in length, the seven-year period 
being the most frequent. As we have said, 
various theories have been advanced to ac- 
count for these changes. The winds, of 
course, cause tem porary and local fluctuations. 
Erie, the shallowest of the lakes, has been 
known to have its level raised seven or eight 
feet at one end and equally depressed at the 
other by a gale blowing east or west for sev- 
eral days. Irregularities and variations of at- 
mospheric pressure also cause changes of level 
and there are tides on the lakes as well as on 
the ocean, the highest known springtide rising 
about three inches. Sun-spot influences, too, 
have been assigned as a cause of 
the fluctuations. It seems, however, to be 
well established that the periodical and gen- 
eral fluctuations are due to the variations in 
rainfall. The curves showing the secular 
variations of lake level approximate so closely 
to those of rainfall as to show conclusively 
that the rise and fall of the lakes by periods 
of years are dependent on the cycles of rain 
and dry years, which similarly coincide wit 
the curves showing temperature cycles. A 
succession of wet years produces exception- 
ally high water, a succession of dry years ex- 
tremely low water. There is a limit, however, 
to such cumulative effects, for when the water 
is high its outflow is more rapid than when 
it 3 and an automatic check is thus pro- 
vided.

REPLY. 

1. Mr. Miller can only speak for himself and a 

few persons engaged in silver-mining, who have ar- 
gued themselves into the belief that the free coin- 
age of silver will raise the commercial value of 
the bullion. But the great mass of the advo- 
cates of the free coinage of silver are such be 
cause they do not believe it would have that 
effect. They want a cheap dollar—the cheaper 
the better in their view. A 50-cent dollar would 
please them 50 per cent better than a 75-cent 
silver dollar. They want to pay their debts with 
a cheap dollar because when they have to raise 
the money to pay an old debt they can get for the 
amount of produce which used to sell for three 
100-cent dollars, each equal to a gold dollar in 
purchasing power, four Tö-cent dollars or six 50- 
cent dollars. Nine-tenths, at least, of all the 
free-coinage advocates want it for the sake of the 
cheap debt-paying dollar it will give them. They 
want the gold dollar expelled from circulation 
because they say it represents too much labor and 
product—for debt-paying purposes. They owe 
for gold consideration received, but want to re- 
pay in silver money worth 75, 70, 60, 50, or any 
other smaller number of cents. That, plainly 
stated, is the reason why 90 per cent of all the 
free silver coinage men are brawling for it. 
2. The market value of gold as merchandise” 
in single silver countries, such as Mexico, Brazil, 
India, China, ete., is just the same as the mone- 
tary value of gold. The money and merchandise 
values of gold are the same all the world over. 
The bullion of gold commands as great a quantity 
of any product as coined gold anywhere. Amer- 
ican eagles and gold bullion are worth the same 
allowing for alloy—per ounce in the United 
States and any other country—England, India, 
Russia, China, Mexico, France, and Germany. 
But coined silver is only equal in purchasing 
power to gold in gold-using countries like the 
United States, France, Germany, Italy, Holland, 
Belgium, ete. In all the single silver countries 
coined legal-tender silver is worth no more than 
silver bullion or merehandise silver; that is, less 
2 per cent of a parity with gold. Hence Mr. 
Miller’s generalization is faulty; his statement is 
not founded on fact. 

Silver coins are artificially held up to a parity 
with gold in the bimetallic countries of Europe, 
where the coinage of silver has ceased. No coun- 
try which has free silver coinage is able to main- 
tain the parity of silver with gold except the 
United States, and how long it can keep on doing 
so is prohlematical—very doubtful at the present 
rate of amassing silver and issuing silver certifi- 
cates or Treasury notes. Itis only a question of 
time when the cheaper metal will part company 
with goid—undermine it and expell it from eireu- 
lation. This will happen when the propor 
tions of the two metals cease to be substan- 
tially equal. When the quantity of gold becomes 
decidedly the smaller it will go to a premium, 
and disappear as money, and then the whole 
mass of standard dollars and bullion in the Treas- 
ury will drop down to the commercial value of 
silver with a thud, and will lack a quarter or per- 
haps more of being at a parity with gold. If the 
Latin Union countries were to recommence the 
free coinage of silver a year would not pass before 
their gold was at a premium and ceased to circu- 
late as money of account, and that is the real, the 
sole reason why free coinage was stopped seven- 
teen years ago by them and has not been renewed 
since. The opinion of those countries as to the 
effect of free coinage of silver in precipitating its 
fall in value as money must be accepted in prefer- 
ence to the dogmatic beliefs of Mr. Miller, no mat- 
ter how great his faith in the infallibility of his 
opinions in money matters. 

. It is true that Freuce coined silver and gold 
from 1803 to 1873, the nominal ratio of one metal 
to the other being 15% to 1, but France adopted 
only the single silver standard by the law of 1503, 
and was a silver monometallic country for forty- 
seven years. For that length of time there was 
no legal tender gold in circulation in France. 
Those who wanted it had to buy it of the brokers. 
But leaving out of the question what happened 
during the first forty-seven years of this century 
it is sufficient to call Mr. Miller’s attention to the 
state of things 1850. In that year 
France was coining both gold and silver. In 
Germany, Austria, and Russia at least, silver was 
still the sole standard of value. Gold was almost 
unknown in them. Belgium, Holland, Italy. and 
Spaiu all coined and used silver, China and India 
swallowed up great masses of it then, as they do 
now. The Latin-American countries used noth- 
ing but silver. England did business in goid only, 
and the United States had demonetized silver in 
point of fact, because it had made its silver dollar 
worth 3 cents more than a gold dollar. It had 
attempted to make silver worth3per cent less 
than it actually was, and had failed in the at- 
tempt. It is asked now to make it worth 33 per 
cent mors than it actually is worth in the world. 

But in 1848 and the succeeding years a flood of 
gold was poured out fromthe Californian and 
Australian mines. The result was that the actual 
ratio of silver to gold which had been about 15% 
to 1 became 15.21 to 1. Thereupon gold rushed in to 
France and silver poured out or went to the melt- 
ing pot, just as in this country betwee 1832 and 
1878. Between 1850 and 1860 France im $600,- 
000,000 of gold and exported $260,000,000 in silver. 
Had the conditions remained unchanged it might 
have lost all.its silver. In order to keep the minor 
silver coins which were of full weight and fineness 
out of the melting-pot their fineness was lowered 
and their issue limited. This led to the Latin 
Monetary Union of 1865 which unified the silver 
token coinage of the countries belonging to 
the union and limited their legal-tender faculty 
to $5. In 1874 the union restricted the annual 


coinage of silver five-franc pieces to $25,000,000 A 


year for the five countries composing it. In 1877, 
silver having fallen in commercial value, the coin- 
age was stopped entirely to save the gold, but the 
old five-franc pieces are still legal tender. 

Germany did not demonetize silver in 1871. 
What it did was to adopt a bimetallic standard 
after the present fashion of the United States. It 
provided for the total coinage of silver to the 
amount of $2.40 per head. That silver is not a le- 
gal tender in private transactions for more than 
$4.80, but the government banks are obliged to 
take it to apy amount, so it is prac 
tically a legal tender just as the 
silver certificates are here. Russia 
has a silver standard still, but owing to its bad 
tinanciai condition its currency is a depreciated 
paper. In Austria the circulating medium is 70 
parts paper to 1 gold and silver.

t it is heat, redness, pain, swelling, and that it 
changes the tissues. Surely there ought to be 
more known of a principle that causes the deaths 
of eighty out of every 100 human beings. I cannot 
remember in reading, whether in the text books of 
medicine or in works of medical literature or 
jurisprudence, one word that sought to explain 
the chemical principle of inflammation, but what 
youdo hear and read is something after this: 
Inflammation supervened and proved fatal.“ or, 
“ Inflammation set in and the patient died.“ The 
general public has become so u to these 
phrases that it seems to th nk that it is a natural 
— * — that when inflammation does on 
vene the patient has a poor chance for life. Un- 
fortunately, the medical faculty as a rule has the 
same opinion. If it were generally known that 
no organic change could possibly take place 
without the range of chemistry, it ought not to be 
a difficult matter to chemically neutralize the 
cause that produces inflammation. The student 
of chemistry is taught that chemically there are 
but two diseases —acids and alkalies. Experience 
and observation teach that practically. there is 
but one, which can easily be verified by the del- 
icate test of litmus paper, and that one is acid.
